To the inhabitants of the Town of Plaistow qualified /o vote 
in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at one of the clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the foilowing subjects: 

1. - To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 

2.—To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasurer and Clerk. 

3.—To choose a Collector of Taxes, School Committee, and all 
other necessary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4.—To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the sup- 
port of schools; for paying the town debts and defraying the interest 
thereon, and for other necessary charges arising in said town; for 
laying out and repairing highways and sidewalks, and building and 
repairing bridges; for the maintenance of the poor. 

5.—To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, Agents, 
Committees or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

6.—To see if the town will vote to ae a new hearse, and raise, 
money therefor, and choose all necessary committees to carry the 
same into effect. 

7.—To see if the town will vote to require the proprietors of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad to secure the crossing of the highway 
called the ‘‘Willow Tree Crossing,” at Plaistow, by said railroad, by 
a flag or by gates on one or both sides of said railroad. 

8.—To see if the town will vote to adopt an act to amend Chapter 
fifty-five of the General Laws, in relation to delivery of the blank 
inventories before the twentieth day of March. 

9.—To transact all other business which may come before said 
meeting.

THE ANNUAL REPORT

Superintending School Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Epson HE. Peaster, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Avene J. Messer, Teacher for the Year. 


Much faithful and industrious labor on the part of the teacher was 
evident in this school, and application and ability by a large number 
of the pupils. Arithmetic had received a good share of attention, and 
spelling was made prominent, one class in the latter branch distin- 
guishing themselves by proving, so far as the time would admit, that 
they were able to spell all the words in their book. There were 19 
weeks of school, equally divided between the spring and fall terms. 
Whole number of scholars, 44. All attended to reading and spelling, 
12 to writing, 16 to arithmetic, 10 to geography, 2 to grammar, 2 to 
history. The greatest fault in this school is irregular attendance. 
On the roll of honor, 2d term, Lizzie Kelleher. 


DISTRICT NO 2, 
W. Harris Fianpers, Prudential Committee. 
Miss Annie L. Dow, Teacher for the Year. 
The spring term was a particularly pleasant one, due in a large 
~ measure to the attendance of a class of young ladies who distinguish- 
ed themselves by a studious and lady-like deportment. Much to our 


regret, a part of this class were called to leave in the early part of 
the fall term. There was quite an addition to the school in numbers

during the last term, of a younger class of pupils. We think that 
good improvement was made, and the co-operation of parents and 
friends was gratifying to the teacher, and encouraging to the schol- 
ars. There were 17 weeks of school; 9 in the lst term, and 8 in the 
2d. Whole number of pupils, 27. All attended to reading and 
spelling, 15 to writing, 16 to arithmetic, 8 to geography, 4 to gram- 
mar, 1 to history, 4 to physiology, 1 to philosophy,

Continued harmony, prosperity and success have attended this 
school. The pupils for the past year have been, most of them, of 
quite a juvenile age. It is rare to see so large a number of children 
manifest so much interest in their lessons. Very little of that list- 
lessness is apparent, which is often seen in a school of this kind. <A 
uumber of the daily exercises are written, which is a sure way of 
acquiring useful and practical knowledge. .The exercises on the last 


half day of the school year, were not only entertaining but instruc- 
tive. We were much pleased with the appearance of the first class, 
which was small in numbers, buf excelled in correct recitations and 
decorous deportment. Itis said that when people feel in their purses 
it is an indisputable evidence of real interest. [Fifty dollars extra 
were raised by the district at its annual meeting, and forty more by 
subscription. There were 30 weeks of school, equally divided be- 
tween the three terms. Whole number of scholars, 58. All attended 
to reading and spelling, 48 to writing, 47 to arithmetic, 28 to geog- 
raphy, 12 to grammar, 10 to history, 13 to physiology, 2 to algebra, 
3 to English history.

This school appeared well, and a spirit of harmony seemed to pre- 
vail among the parents and teacher and pupils. A good number of 
visitors were present at the close of the spring term. The fall term 
was prolonged three weeks by subscription. Miss Cate came to us 
from a distance, but as a teacher of experience, and we believe the 
result of her school was satisfactory to all those most interested. 
Number of school weeks 20, equally divided between the two terms. 
Whole number of scholars, 21. All attended to reading, spelling 
and writing, 16 to arithmetic, 5 to geography, 5 to grammar, 1 to 
history.

lt is evident that our schools have been generally prosperous, and 
a good degree of interest has been manifested. Our school rooms 
are not all of them perfect. We think that an hour’s visit to the one 
in No. 3, in the winter season, will convince any one that the venti- 
lation is inadequate. If some method could be contrived to admit 
more fresh air into the attic, and less into the basement, it would 
conduce greatly to the comfort of teacher and pupils. 

A word should be said here in reference to the ‘‘Roll of Honor,”’’

which includes the names of all. those who have not been absent or 
tardy for the term. Many scholars who were ambitious to see their 
names on this record, have been unavoidably detained at home by 
their own illness or that of their friends. District No. 3, therefore, 
in view of their ‘‘roll,’’ may congratulate themselves, not only upon 
the interest in the school, but also on the health which has permitted 
so large a number to attain that distinction. 

Whole number of enrolled pupils, 150; boys, 92; girls, 58. None 
reported as unable to read and write; 7 between the ages of 5 and 
15 as not attending any school.
